Organization Committee, Represent­ 


ative of Townships, in Session 


in This City. 


FARM 
EXCHANGE 
PROPOSED, 


Purpose of Association is to Bring 


About Closer Co-operation Be­ 


tween Agriculturalists. 


Members of the organization com­ 
mittee 
of 
the 
proposed 
County 
Farm Bureau met at the Farmers’ 
Club this afternoon for the purpose 
of drafting a constitution and by­ 
laws for the newr association. 
The 
committee wras appointed last Satur­ 
day at a general meeting held at the 
court 
house 
with 
instructions 
to 
complete the preliminary organiza­ 
tion plans and report back to the 
general meeting at the court house 
next Saturday. 


The members of the committee 
meeting here are: 


Driftwood, Henry Hackman; Gras­ 
sy Fork, Roy $mart; Washington, 
Frank Linke; Vernon, Curtis Weis- 
man; Jackson, O. E. Carter; Carr, 
D. B. H ill; Hamilton, Holmes Rob­ 
ertson; Redding, Adam 
Fox; 
Salt 
Creek. A. S. DeLong; Owen, James 
Martin; Brownstown, Henry Lucas. 
County Agent A. D. Cobb presided 
at the meeting. 
He explained that 
it was his opinion that the consti­ 
tution and by-laws should be simple 
yet comprehensive but framed in such 
a way that they will bring together 
all the forces of agricultural indus­ 
try in the county. 
The primary pur­ 
pose of the organization, it is ex­ 
plained, is to bring about closer co­ 
operation among those who are en­ 
gaged in the same lines of pursViit 
for their mutual benefit. 
Through 
the proposed organization it is hoped 
that the demonstration and organi­ 
zation work which is already under 
way can be advanced. 
The County 
Bureau will embrace all the inter-or­ 
ganizations of the county, yet will 
not interfere with any of them. 


The organization will act as an 
advisory board to the county agent’s 
department. 
Officers and directors 
have already been elected and they 
will co-operate with the county agent 
and discuss with him such work as 
he may have in mind for the advance­ 
ment of agricultural activities. 
One of the first things to be at­ 
tempted by the organization is the 
promotion of a farm exchange which 
will be open to farmers who desire 
to dispose of crops or even their 
farms. 
A step has already been 
taken in this direction by the coun­ 
ty agent. 
In one section of the coun­ 
several farmers have about a car 
load of cow peas which they desire 
to sell and have been unable to se­ 
cure the price which they believe they 
should get. 
The county agent has 
notified the agents in Illinois, Ohio, 
and Missouri that a car of cow peas 
is ready for sale here and quotes 
prices on the car load lot and also 
in smaller quantities. 
In this way 
the departments are working in con­ 
junction and if any of the agents in 
the states in this section of the coun­ 
try know of farmers who desire to 
buy cow peas they will take up the 
matter of the sale with the local 
agent. 
It is pointed out that the 
seller can get a better price in this 
way than he probably would have se­ 
cured from a dealer and the buyer 
would be saved the middleman’s pro­ 
fit. 


The Bureau also proposes to con­ 
duct an employment agency. If farm ­ 
ers are in need of help at certain 
times of the year they can report to 
the exchange and get in touch with 
persons who desire work and who 
have filed their names in advance. 
In order to conduct the bureau a 
nominal 
membership 
fee 
will 
be 
charged to defray the expenses of 
postage and other incidentals. 
In 
some counties the fee is as high as 
$10 but it has been suggested that 
it not exceed $2 in this county. Coun­ 
ty Agent Cobb is endeavoring to make 
arrangements whereby the members 
of the bureau can become members of 
the state corn growers’ association 
when the membership fee is paid. 
An 
attempt is also being made to get a 
subscription to the “ County Agent,’’ 
a farm magazine for each member 
without additional fees.

Police Will Make no Systematic Ef­ 


fort to Enforce Ordinance Un­ 


til Decision is Given. 


COUNCILS RIGHT QUESTIONED 


Many of Opinion That Council is Not

Pending the outcome of the ease 
which was filed in city court yester­ 
day to test the validity of the new 
ordinance prohibiting dogs from run­ 
ning at large on the streets in this 
city, the police will make 110 sys­ 
tematic effort to enforce the regula­ 
tions. 
Until a decision of this case 
is given the defendants could ap­ 
peal to the circuit court and the de­ 
cision in the test case would apply 
to all similar actions 
so 
nothing 
would be gained by filing affidavits 
at this time. 
The test case is that filed against 
Clarence Hopewell and it is under­ 
stood that a number of dog owners 
are back of the defendant. 
Mr. 
Hopewell reiterated today that he in­ 
tended to fight the case until the 
final decision was given which is tak­ 
en to mean that an appeal will be 
taken to the circuit court if an ad­ 
verse decision is given in the city 
court. 
It is probable that the ease 
will be carried to the supreme court 
if the defendant should lose in the 
circuit court. 
It is known that a 
number of dog owners question the 
right of the council to pass such an 
ordinance and {hat ample funds have 
already been provided to fight the 
case. 
It is stated that as soon as the 
ordinance became effective a number 
of dog owners started a subscription 
with the understanding that they 
would make 110 attempt to comply 
with the ordinance and that the first 
one to be charged with violating the 
regulations would make 
such 
pro­ 
ceeding a test case and that the 
funds already collected 
would 
be 
used in employing an attorney. 
A l l 
dog owners are equally interested in 
the ease and are anxious to see the 
ordinance defeated. 
The case has not yet been set for 
trial as the defendant has not made 
arrangements 
with 
his 
attorney. 
However, it is expected that the law­ 
yer will appear in city court this 
afternoon or Monday and announce 
what action he will take. 
The ease 
will be tried in local court and then 
an appeal taken should the defendant 
lose. 
Those who are interested in the 
case suggest that the attorneys for 
(ho city and the defendant submit the 
case 011 an agreement of facts. 
Mr. 
Hopewell does not deny that the dog 
was 011 the streets. 
He will admit 
practically everything in the affidavit 
but questions the right of the coun­ 
cil to enact such an ordinance. 
This 
leaves the ease purely one of law 
and for this reason a statement of 
facts may be presented to the court 
and arguments given 011 points of 
law. 
The question, it is explained, 
is whether or not the legislature has 
ever vested a city council with the 
power to prevent dogs from running 
at large on the public highways. 
One councilman stated today that 
he was inclined to believe that tin* 
council does not have the right to 
pass such regulations.

Burrage commented on the activi­ 
ties of the Children National Tuber­ 
culosis Society of Chicago which is

canvassers

magazine in Indiana. 
He said the 
National Association for the study 
and prevention of the tuberculosis 
has investigated the Chicago Society 
and found that only about one cent 
of ten contributed is used in tuber­ 
culosis work.

HOW JEWISH RELIEF FUNDS 
ARE EXPENDED IN EUROPE 


Committee Tells of Its W o rk In V a r i­ 


ous Zones of W ar. 


How the millions of dollars raised 
by the American Jewish relief commit­ 
tee are being distributed among the 
Jewish war sufferers in the various 
countries of Europe is shown in a pre­ 
liminary statement issued by the com­ 
mittee. 
The statement has been com­ 
piled as an answer to inquiries as to 
the manner of distribution and the re­ 
liability of the persons co-operating 
with the committee in the war zone. 
Russia has so far received $1,085,000 
of this money, the amount having been 
sent through Kuhn, Loeb & Co. to the 
Azov Don bank of Petrograd for the 
Jewish Colonization association. 
The 
money has then been turned over to 
the central relief committee of Petro­ 
grad, which is composed of 100 repre 
sentatives of the Jewish community 
there. 
Before the evacuation of Rus­ 
sian Poland, Lithuania, etc., by the 
Russian troops the relief was distribut­ 
ed through the 600 co-operative socie­ 
ties established by the Colonization 
association in the various towns and 
villages. 
These societies 
had been 
serving the Jewish people as savings 
and loan associations and were well 
adapted to the distribution of relief. 
To Germany, German Poland, etc., 
$660,000 has thus far been sent to M. 
M. Warburg & Co. of Hamburg and 
has been expended under the direction 
of Das Juedische 
Hilfskomlte fner 
Polen. 
Maximillinn Paul Sehiflf is acting as 
the personal 
representative 
of 
the 
American committee in Vienna, and 
$430,000 has been sent to him. 
He has 
distributed this amount In co-opera­ 
tion with the Israelitlsche Allianz zu 
Wien. 
The American committee has 
already sent to Palestine $109,243 for 
general relief and $5,000 for soup kitch­ 
ens ill Jerusalem and contributed $90,- 
506 toward provisioning the U. S. S. 
Vulcan, which was sent out to Pales 
tine as a food ship last March. 
I'ntil 
recently all funds were forwarded to 
I>r. Arrliur Ruppin, head of the Palas- 
tina-Amt at Jaffa, who distributed the 
money among various local commit­ 
tees. The funds are now being sent to 
Dr. C. A. Glazebrook, United States 
consul at Jerusalem. The actual w’ork 
of distribution is being done by local 
committees Jointly designated by the 
three American relief committees and 
tiie provisional Zionist committee.
